IRIS CULTURE 


The Iris is one of the most beautiful yet easiest 
flowers to grow. By careful selection of different 
iris one can have a succession of bloom extending 
over a six months’ period. The wide variety of colors 
and various heights offer many intriguing possibili- 
ties in garden arrangements. 


SOIL CONDITIONS 


The Iris thrives in almost any class of well 
drained soil; however, a slightly alkaline soil is 
preferable to one on the acid side. 


FERTILIZING 


Bone meal is recommended by many as being 
the best fertilizer. In sandy, porous sails, especially 
in Southern California and the warmer climates, 
phenomenal growth and bloom may be accom- 
plished by digging in well rotted manure a week 
or two before planting. In most soils, however, iris 
will thrive with little or no fertilizer. 


WATER 


When rhizomes are first set out they should be 
well watered until established, but watering during 
the heat of the day should be avoided. On estab- 
lished plants excessive summer watering causes the 
plant to go to roots and foliage at the expense of 
blooms. 


SPACING AND DEPTH PLANTING 


In warm climates it is best to cover the rhizomes 
with at least % inch of soil. If planted much deeper, 
however, poorer bloom will result. In setting out 
new iris rhizomes may be set in rows as little as 12 
inches apart, providing the iris all point in the same 
direction. The rows, however, should be from 30 to 
36 inches apart. 

Another good arrangement for garden effect is 
to plant three rhizomes of the same kind in a clump, 
with each clump allowing about 24 inches be- 
tween clumps. 

Iris may be planted at almost any time during 
the year. Do not cut back foliage except in trans- 
planting.

GRECIAN ROBE (Heller 1948) No. 1-5-2383 (Sungold x 
Chosen) x E. B. Williamson) Midseason. 48 inches. In 
1945 Mr. Heller received H. C.’s on three wondertul 
very tall bearded iris, namely GRECIAN ROBE, GREEN 
PASTURES and GOLD BROCADE. Since then all three 
have been fully tried and tested in various paris of 
the United States under different climatic conditions 
and these have repeatedly won Blue Ribbons when 
displayed at various iris shows. Of the three GRECIAN 
ROBE has the most perfect flower and widest falls. 
It is aptly named since it is a creamy white with 
decided gold border on the edges of both falls and 
standards. In this new introduction besides its own 
intrinsic self beauty one could not ask for any better 
breeding stock for substance height and perfect 
branching. Mr. Heller has obtained a number of won- 
derful crosses from this iris.

GOLD BROCADE (Heller 1948) (Golden Majesty x 
Radiant) Midseason to Late. 48 inches. Since Mr. 
Heller first developed this iris many deep golds have 
been introduced but we have not seen any which 
combine all the fine points of GOLD BROCADE. It has 
exceptional height, well shaped flowers, ideal sturdy 
branching, a chamois like feel of heavy texture. The 
name was suggested by the presence of gold bro- 
cading on the haft and blade on a deeper gold back- 
ground, yet the entire flower is a deep gold self with 
an entire absence of unsightly reticulations or veining 
so common to many tall golds of this class. The few 
crosses which Mr. Heller has found time to make with 
this iris have yielded off-spring which no doubt will 
be heard from in the future. He suggests further work 
by breeding this iris with OLA KALA, PRINCE OF 
ORANGE, THE RED DOUGLAS as well as with his 
own GREEN PASTURES and BROWN SUEDE. The

BROWN SUEDE (Heller 1948) No. 135-5-2. (Junaluska 
x Sonny Boy) Midseason 36 in.

A couple of years ago 
Mrs. Pattison told Mr. Heller that he had three won- 
derful different reds in his RED SCARF, RED MESA 
and ROSY FUTURE which she felt were worthy of 
introduction. Since then we have not scen anything 
in their color class or characterisiics to compare with 
these iris. RED MESA is as different and unlike most 
reds as BROWN SUEDE is compared to most browns. 
The falls are a deep bright satiny mahogany red with- 
out the common purplish cast, while the lighter stand- 
ards are a brownish red of silky sheen.

RED SCARF (Heller 1948) No. 21-20-3 (Tiffany x Miss 
Aravilla) Midseason 36 inches.

OFF SEASON AND EVERBLOOMING 

The fact that there is always a demand by the 
general public for qutumn blooming iris, most named 
varieties of which are di-ploids with few if any points 
that might class them as a good iris leads us to wish 
to introduce some of the tall bearded more or less 
everblooming iris which Mr. Heller has developed 
and such iris as these we believe will eventually sup- 
plant most of the so-called Autumn Bloomers now 
listed. 


CALIFORNIA PINK (Heller 1948) No. 2-50-3-9 (Miss 
California x ?) 45 inches. Usually one of the first as 
well as one of the last to bloom with additional bloom- 
ing periods running from August to January. This as 
well as BENGAL PRINCESS can in milder climates be 
depended on to yield blooms for a period of 6 to 8 
months each year and still give large increase in 
rhizomes. In colder climates freezing may destroy the 
winter stalks but this only makes for more prolific 
blooms in the Spring or when warmer weather occurs.

BENGAL PRINCESS (Heller 1948) (Jean Siret x Sun- 
gold) 32 inches.
